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Complaints. in Fur to. exorbitant 
charges for ‘repairs, inefficient ~ 
service, and -the disappearance | 
perty from cars placed for overhau 
garages are among the many I have heard 
from fellow-motorists during this season. 
The crop of woes seems to be greater than 
usual this year, and, doubtless, a good 
deal of it can he traced to garages more or 
less of the mushroom growth, the owners 
of which altogether. fail. to appreciate their 
‘duty to. their patrons... There are, in 
addition, many ‘‘ dud” garages: that 
are apparently incapable of appre- 
ciating what is expected of them. when 
they undertake to repair or overhaul a 
car. - Their ~ unsatisfactory work ard 
generally exorbitant charges bring any- 
thing but credit to the industry. If a 
motorist is pleased with the service of a 
certain garage he rarely keeps this 
knowledge from his fellows ; on the other 
hand, if he is overcharged for .a repair, 
if the repair is unsatisfactory, or if he 
misses some gel! from his car when 
it is returned fram the garage, .he. does 
not keep that a secret. Thus are the good 
and bad characteristics of a service garage 
broadcast. The efficient establishments 
succeed, and the inefficient go to the wall. 

A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

Some of the complaints which I have 
received are on a par with an experience I 
myself had in the early days of my motor- 
ing. My first venture was the purchase of 
a secondhand car of well-known make, the 
first owner of which had it in his posses- 
sion for about two years. It was sold to 
me by a reputable firm of dealers, who 
puaranteed it to be in sound condition. | 
had the car less than a month, when one 
Sunday morning in June I found, on 
taking it out of my garage, that most of 
the six gallons of petrol that the tank con- 
tained the previous night had over-flowed 
through the carburetter. There was just 
sufficient of the liquid left in the tank, 
and I’ drove the car to a well-known motor 
dealer’s establishment, which was but a 
couple of hundred yards distant. I. met 
the proprietor, told him what had 
happened, and asked him was it a serious 
matter. He looked at the offending part 
of the cor, pressed the needle a few times, 
and, in the best professional manner, de- 
clared that the trouble was a worn valve 
seating, which needed regrinding. , He 
told me that the job would take a day! 
Then 1 put it to him if I w ald be 
running a great risk in taking my family 
to the Hill of Tara, and the reply was: 
' It: might carry von, -but I could not 
guarantee it.” In the difficulty I decided 
to take in sufficient petrol to return home. 
The proprietor went in to his -establish- 
ment and sent a voung mechanic to attend 
to mv wants. When he started filling ap 
I told him how I had Tost all the petrol 
during the night, and his reply, which 
gladd-ned my heart, was: ‘‘ The best of 
them do that. When it happens azain 
just press the needle lightlv a few. times, 
and that will cure it: ard, to >:ake doubly 
when vou are finished with the car, 
or stopped for anv time, turn off the 
petrol completely. On this assurance, T 
ventured on my journey. Nothing un- 
toward happened, and during ‘the follow- 
ing three vears that I kept the car I had 
two or three repetitions of the 
trouble. 1. lived in 

three vears. My

establishment, needless to sav, did not 
retain it. This is not the first time I 
have related that experience: Since then 
I have found a garage, not a very pre-

LEARN TO DRIVE. 

The vast majority of the newcomers 
have little or no experience of car 
car-driving, and; in their interest, I 
would suggest that at the cost of a few 
pounds thay would - take driving and 
car ‘maintenance lessons during the 
winter months. There. is, I know from 
experience, nothing more tantalising in 
the lengthening days of spring—or, for 
that matter, at any period during 
the year—than for a new owner of a 
car to be compelled to keep it stabled 
because of his inability to drive without 
the assistance of an‘instructor.” Firms, 
when they sell a car, undertake to. teach 
the purchaser the rudiments of driving. 
but this. generally amounts to an hour's 
lesson for five or six days. In most cases, 
this is» not sufficient, and he has 
to possess his. soul in patience until his 
instructor, or some friend, comes along to 
give him a helping hand. ‘There are some 
who can mana-“e a car sufficiently well to 
cet through .ordinarv traffic in four or 
five davs; but they are the exception. The 
great majority take at least as many 
weeks to be ahle to operate the steering 
and: gears. $ course of lessons would 
avoid much disappointment and give a 
great deal of pleasurable interest to 
potential motorists. There’ are two excel- 
lent schools in Dublin, a short course of 
driving lessons at either of: which will 
prove most valuable to the, novice.

When a road is 
a straight ore for a longish distance an 
obstruction ce” this kind docs not matter 
so much, but in the case -eferred to a red 
flag at. or just round, the bend to warn 
fast moving cars travelline from Dublin 
that there was danger forty or fifty yards 
ahead was absolutelv necessary.

Sir John Hawkins has not been treated 
fairly by history. His name is associated 
cenerally with .slaying ventures in .the 
minds of modern Englishmen-—an_in- 
justice for which Charles Kingsley must 
shoulder his meed of blame. 

Mr. Philip: Gosse, by his vindication of 
this great sailor, has dene a great service. 
Hawkins dealt in slaves as people to-day 
deal in shares; it was the mo:clity of the 
age, and above that level only the saint 
may soar. Mr. Gosse, although he does 
not state the fact positively, leaves the 
reader with a strong conviction that of all 
the ‘‘ sea-dogs’’ of that. seafaring age 
Hawkins possessed the highest character. 
If he lacked the brilliance and dash of his 
nephew, Drake, or the swsthetic cultuve of 
Walter Raleigh, he excelled them in 
administrative ability, application to 
duty, and care for his men. 

The book is written as such books ough’ 
to be written; it begins with the birth of 
Hawkins, and marches steadily forward 
to hig death. Digressions are inserted 
when they are chronologically necessary. 
and no psychological '' pen pictures’ dis- 
figure the accuracy of the work. 

The chapters on the Tudor Navy, and 
Hawkins’s work as Treasurer thereunto, 
are most illuminating, Indeed, 
manifest from these pages that the great 
Devonian was the Carnot of Elizabeth's 
flect. Mr. Gosse, moreover, without any 
labouring of the point, draws interesting 
contrasts between Hawkins and Drake. 
While the uncle’s staff-work would have 
done credit to Berthier; the nephew rre- 
ferred always to trust to the inspiration 
of the moment. When the two set out on 
their last voyage, they were only f.-r 
days out of Plymouth before Drake dis- 
covered that he had not enough food 
aboard for his men. Not unnaturally, 
this want of common forethought drew 

choleric speeches ' from Hawkins before 
the quarrel was adjusted. 

On one famous occasion in the lives of 
these two men Mr. Philip Gosse :s 
obliged, like other historians, to confess 
himself baffled. To this day no one knows 
why Drake abandoned Hawkins at San 
Juan de Ulua, and Mr. Gosse very wisely 
has avoided the futile field of speculation. 

We recommend this book to everybody ; 
for, in the pleasantest guise, it presents 
the naval history of the Elizabethan 
epoch. Even the “ Beggars of the Sea’’ 
and contemporary politics are not ignored. 
To have achieved so much within the short 
space of 269 pages is no mean feat.

Especially, they give the reader a clear 
insight into the minds of two of the men 
who were responsible above all others for 
German policy during the’ years between 
the fall of Bismarck and the Morocco 
crisis of 1906—the period in which the 
war became inevitable. These two men 
were William of Hohenzollern and Fritz 
von Holstein. FEulenburg was the only 
man in Germany who could talk straicht 
to the Kaiser ; and thus he spoke on more 
than one occasion. His correspondence 
throws a lurid light on William's un- 
balenced mind, There was a time, im- 
deed, when some of the Court officials 
feared that he was losing his reason, and 
proposals wer: made that he should: be 
placed under control. Time and again 
he interfered in foreign policy, with dis- 
astrous results. His speeches were irre- 
sponsible. He never could be trusted to 
say half a dozen sentences without com- 
mitting some particularly distressing 
qaffe, and, but for the influence of Eulen- 
blazing indiscretions might 
have been much worse. 

At one time there was a movement, led 
by Holstein, to deprive the Kaiser of 
power to meddle in foreign policy. [If 
that movement had succeeded there micht 
have heen no war: but it was foiled 
Fulenburg, and history 
probably will blame him móre bitterly for 
that mistake than for anything else in his 
remarkable career. He had almost un- 
limited power in Germany.

ORISIS IN INDIA. 

R OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
‘in a New York journal, ex- 
| has called attention to the 
injury, both. and indirect, already in- 
flicted on “Aj trade by the revolu- 
tionary movement in India. If, as Mr. 
Coolidge rece , the revolt of the Con- 
gress Part st the King’s Government 
has already damage to American in- 
terests, the effects on British trade and 
industry are certain to be infinitely more 
serious. The Finance Minister in India has 
recently stated that there has already been a 
set-back to progress which must proms 
grave and increasing reactions upon the City 
of London, and to-day there 1s te evidence 
that the boycott of British goods ordered by 
the Congress Party is bringing ruin in many 
directions, both in ‘this country and in India. 
In fact, the position of many native traders 
is already so serious that they are now de- 
manding that the Indian Government should 
take steps to defeat the action of the Con- 
gress leaders. 

The policy which the Congress Party has 
adopted, and which, if given political power, 
it will certainly translate into aetion, has 
been plainly announced. A confiscatory bill, 
already introduced, deliberately contemplates 
‘the denial by Jaw of British participation in 
the coastal trade, The conditions on which 
the Congress offers to relieve the mill in 
dustry of the present bovcott prove that the 
complete exclusion of British elements in 
Indian business is to be a cardinal feature 
under Dominion status. Finally, the insolent 
claim, repeated in the recent letter of the 
Congress leaders to the Viceroy, to refer to 
an tiibunal such British claims—in 
cluding the Indian Public Debt—as seem to 
them unjust, foreshadows the repudiation of 

sritish financial interests in India, exceeding 
£1,000 millions. 

We strongly urge that this serious menave 
to Indian trade and commerce should he 
faced before it is too late, and that any 
political changes calculated to encourage the 
revolutionary movement should be strenuously 
resisted. In this time of crisis we appeal for 
wide support; in donations and in member- 
ship, to enable us to combat the danger 
which threatens the vital interests of India.

The Earl of Enniskillen, who has just 
entered upon his fifty-fifth year, is the 
present head of the Cole family. who trace 
their descent from Sir William Cole, a 
knight of the reicn of James the First, who 
fixed his abode in Fermanagh, and in 1611 
received an assignment of a thousand acres 
in that county. 

His son, Sir John Cole, of County 
Dublin. was at one time member of Parlia- 
ment for Fermanagh, and the latter s 
eldest son became the first. Baron 
Ranelagh. 

The Earldom of Enniskillen was created 
in 1789. The second holder of the title 
was a Knight of St. Patrick, and was 
raised to the peerage of the United Kinc- 
dom as Baron Grimstead in 1815, that title 
being now held by the present Earl of 
Enniskillen. 

The third Earl was a man of much 
culture, who held the Coloneley of the órd 
Royal Inniskilling Fusilers. The fourth 
Karl, father of the present peer, was M.P. 
for Enniskillen from 1880 to 1885, and was 
Colonel of the 4th Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers. The present Earl is Colonel of 
the North Irish Horse.

Though nobody can have failed to 


observe it, consciously or unconsciously, 
I doubt whether the established code of 
procedure with regard to the taking of 
seats on a tram-top has ever been noted 
in print.

At University College, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon, a fairly large audience, which in- 
cluded artists and science students, listened 
to a lecture by Colonel J. F. Cellerier, Direc- 
“tor of the Laboratory of Research at the 
Louvre, Paris. His subject was ‘‘ The apph- 
cation of scientific tests to the proof of the 
authenticity of art paintings.’ . 

Dr. Coffey, President ot the College, who 
occupivd the chair, said that he had great 
pleasure, on behalf of the College, in intro- 
ducing M.:Cellerier, who; at the request of 
Mons. Alphand, the French Minister to the 
Free State, had come to speak to them on a 
subject of deep interest to scientists and 
artists interested in the paintings ot the Old 
Masters. Mons. Cellerier was one of the fore- 
most authorities on the subject, and one of 
the best-known workers in Europe. It was 
an especially great honour that they had 
with them on this oceasion Mons. Alphand, 
who, as the representative of. lrance, had 
had a cordial welcome recently when he ar- 
rived in Dublin. The subject of the lecture 
was rather remote from the general interest, 
but it was one which, im its development, 
would be a large factor in the advancement 
of the scientific investigation of old paintings. 

Colonel Cellerier,. in the course of his adl- 
dress, stated that the study of a picture com- 
prised a detailed examination of two groups 
of very different elements. Looking at a pic- 
ture one observed, in fact, that the first group 
of elements was made up of the materiais 
which had been used—th® canvas or the 
wood to which the painting had been ap- 
plied, the frame, the pigments, the media, 
oil, varnish, ete. The second group of 
elements comprehénded the manner in which 
the artist had used the materials to build 
up his work, and which constituted the 
personality of the artist in respect of the 
technique and the style. 

THE ARTIST’S MATERIALS. 

The lJeeturer insisted on the fact that 
knowledge of the first elements—the 
materials—could be obtained by the appli- 
cation of scientific processes, which per- 
mitted of recognising whether these 
materials could have been used by the 
Master to whom the picture was attributed. 
If it was observed that one af the elements 
was not of the period in which the Master 
lived, the deduction would be that the pic- 
ture was not 4 genuine work. But that 
necessary condition was not sufficient to 
establish the proof that one was dealing with 
the work of a Master. lt was the 
examination of the second greup of elements, 
of the technique, and the style, that would 
the observer.

similar duty in the Six Counties. The 
Chamber recognised that there was a 
reasonnble grievance to be investigated, 
and the subject will be considered further 
at the next meeting. 

Reference was also made at the meeting 
to the continued depression in nearly all 
trades, as well as to the very low prices 
ruling for agricultural produce, and it was 
contended that protection in some shape or 
form was absolutely essential. Mr. 
William Cameron, who presided, expressed 
the opinion that Chambers of Commerce all 
over the country should press for legisia- 
tion which would enable the farmers to 
make a liying; but, as the Northern 
Government is helpless in the matter, 
having no jurisdiction in fiscal affairs, and 
the British Labour Administration is 
opposed to tariffs, no assistance may be 
expected from that quarter under existing 
circumstances, 


NEGLECTED INDUSTRIES. 


Notwithstanding all the appeals to th: 
patriotic spirit, many of our home in 
dustries are still neglected to a very larye 
extent, whereas if they received adequate 
support, there would be a welcome increase 
in prosperity throughout the province.

EXPERIMENTS. 


MUNSTER INSTITUTES 
DISCOVERIES, 


THE SEARCH FOR A 
NEW CHAMPION’ 


— 


From Ovn AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

In connection with the potato-growing 
trials carried out for nine successive years 
at the Munster Institute Farm, Cork, 
under the supervision of Mr, R, McCall, farm 
manager, an instructive demonstration of the 
results obtained was given yesterday by Mr. 
W. D. Davidson, of the Department of 
Agriculture, Dublin, before an influential 
gathering of practical farmers. 

Drawing attention to nine heaps of Kerr's 
Pink potatoes, Mr, Davidson asked his 
audience to say which was the best crop. 
Opinions being somewhat divided, he said thar 
all might be considered good crops until oné 
knew the actual yields per acre. There had 
been an almost complete absence of disease, 
and even when it did appear it made a 
difference of only one ton per statute acre. 
He attributed this to early spraying, and 
deploved the neglect of spraying on many 
holdings this season. : 

One lot of Kerr's Pink was from seed grown 
on the Munster Institute Farm since 1922. 

Mr. Davidson then gave the following 
details of the seed and yield, all the seed 
having been grown on the Munster Institute 
Farm since the years stated, with the excep- 
tion of the last lot, which was grown irom 


diseases known as 
‘* Mosaic.”’ These diseases had brought about 
by slow degrees the downfall of such popular 
varieties as the Flounder and Champion. 
EFFORT TO REVIVE THE CHAMPION. 
While the Department's efforts to revive 
the Champion had been fairly successful, the 
work was hard because it was so difficulé to 
get the healthy crop grown sufficiently far 
away trom other potatoes to keep it healthy. 
Mosaic disease was easily spread, and was 
earried from one plant to another bv insects 
or by other sources. He was, however, conf- 
dent that the Department of Agriculture 
would eventually succeed in producing Cham- 
pions fully as good as in the wet year, 1879, 
when it first became famous. He was more 
confident than ever since he saw the work of 


Mr. John Chisholm, Huntly, Aberdeenshire. 
Mr. Chisholm had supplied him with tubers

were using as foundation stock. Mr. Chis- 
holm had since that time been improving his 
own stock, and his crop this seagon was the 
best lot of Champious which he (Mr. David- 
son) had vet seen, Mr. Davidson hoped that, 
with the aid of funds supphed by County 
Committees of Agriculture, they would be 
able to get all the Champions' that Mr. Chis- 
holm had for sale to this country. 

Another variety to which Mr. Davidson 
directed attention was Golden Wonder, of 
which he had the produce of two plants raised 


before they were fully matured.. The produce 
of one plant wéighed 5L1b., the tubers being 


russet-skinned and of nice quality.

HOPELESS STERN CHASE. 

The wind moderated appreciably 
towards close of the contest. Both yachts 
were now making about eleven knots. 

The Enterprise set spinnakér at 2.45 
p.m. It bellied out in the wind, drawinz 
beautifully, and the race seemed to 
become a more hopeless stern chase than 
ever for Shamrock. The wind had backed 
slichtly towards westward now, making it 
possible to finish the course as.a dead 
spinnaker run. Shamrock, however, had 
apparently conceded the contest as a. lost 
cause ; for she made no effort to run ont 
her spinnaker. And then came the finish. 
Enterprise ran in a winnér across the 
line at 2 hours 50 minutes 5 seconde. 
Shamrock following her at 2 hours 55 
minutes 55 seconds, defeated thus by ~ 
minutes 50 seconds. 

With this’ the Cup ‘races ended, the 
defender having won the necessary four 
out of the. seven, which dete?mined the 
match for the America’s Cup. 

This was Sir Thomas’ Lipton’s fit 
attempt to win the Cup.

. THE EYESIGHT OF 
MINIMUM. STANDARD TO 
BE LAID DOWN. 


——- €— —— 


CORRESPONDENT. 

Regulations are being drafted by the 
Minister of Transport to give effect to the 
provisians in the new Read Traffic Act, 
which require an applicant for a driving 
licence to sign a declaration of physical 
fitness. It is proposed to include in the 
—e a minimum standard of eye- 
sight. : 

Evesight is not mentioned in the text 
of the Act, but Section’ B says that the 
applicant for a licence “shall make a 
declaration in the prescribed form as to 
whether or not he is suffering from any 
such disease or ‘physical disability as may 
be specified in the form, or any other 
disease or physical disability which would 
be likely to cause the driving by him of 
a motor vehicle to be a source of danger 
to the public.” 


NO COMPULSORY TESTS. 

The Minister's power to make regula- 
tions enables him to specify the dis- 
abilities, and it is under this power that 
a minimum standard of eyesight will be 
imposed. It is understood that what is 
contemplated in regard to eyesight is a 
declaration that the applicant’s vision is 
not less than a stipulated percentage 
below normal. ! 

There will be no compulsory test of eve- 
sight. Whether the applicant will consider 
it nécessary to undergo a voluntary test 
i; another matter. Much depends upon 
the nature of the minimum standard laid 
down in the official regulations. 


MOTORISTS’ FEAR. 

Some motorists seem to fear the pos- 
sibility that the regalations may be in 
such-a form that a conscientious appli- 
can t will not be able to sign the declara- 
tion without voluntarily submitting him- 
self to an eyesight. test. 

The machinery of the Act puts the onus 
of proof on the motorist, who must satisfy 
hunself that his sight is not inferior to 
the prescribed standard. 


A SEVERE PENALTY. 

The penalty for making a false declara- 
tion is a fine not exceeding £50 or im- 
prisonmént for six months or both im- 
prisonment and fine. 

There will be a conference in London 
on Tuesday betwéen the Minister of 
Transport (Mr. Herbert Morrison) and 
representaiives of. the British Medical 
Association, the motorist . organisations, 
the police, county councils and other 
authorities to discuss draft regulations 
regarding the licensing of drivers. 

The reculations will be submitted to 
Parliament later and may be discussed on 
an address to the Grown.

BOMBAY, Thursday. 

To-day, which is polhng day in the 
Bombay Legislative Council, opened with 
the arrest in Bombay South constituency 
of twenty-five women . pickets, who were 
picketing booths on behalf of Congress. 

Five hundred women pickets are being 
held in readiness by Congress to fill 
‘“* breaches “” in the ranks of the picketers. 

Fifty police, armed with lathis and 
under the command of a Police Commis- 
sioner, ar@on the scene, where crowds of 
Indians are assembling. 

As the crowds opposite the Town Hall, 
which had been temporarily converted into 
a polling station, were swelling every 
moment, mounted and armed policé were 
summoned. The demonstrators jeered. at 
would-be voters, and shouted all sorts of 
uncomplimentary epithets with a view to 
“ persuading ” them to refrain from 
voting. 


BARRIER OF WOMEN. 

Cars bringing voters to the pell were 
besieged by the crowd, which kept up a 
continual shouting. 

Twenty-five more women picketers and a 
dozen male spectators were arrested. The 
women - picketers were blocking the 
entrance to the Town Hall by standing at 
the foot of the broad flight of steps holding 
each other’s hands. 

Events toook a dramatic turn when one 
of the four candidates for three seats 
announced his withdrawal, with a view to 
avoiding ‘a clash between police and 
demonstrators. 


ARRESTED WOMEN FREED, 
BUMBAY, Later.

IN GLASGOW. 
WIDESPREAD DAMAGE 

IN ISLE OF MAN,

Widespread damage through flooding in 
laces as far apart as East Scotland, the 
sle of Man, st and Mid-Cheshire and 

South Wales, followed the gale which 
raged throughout Wednesday night. 

At Glasgow a night watchman, Peter 
Kelly (68), of Govanhill street, Glasgow, 
was killed, when a wall collapsed and 
crushed to matchwood the hut in which he 
was asleep. The wall surrounded a site 
on which a new school is being built, and 
gave way when a banking of stone and 
other material became dislodged as a result 
of the rain. — Kelly’s body was found 
terribly mutilated among tons of cébris. 

The heavy rain flooded streets in the 
King’s Park district of Glasgow to a depth 
of from three to four feet. 

At Stranraer, Wigtownshire, rivers and 
burns were soon in flood, and harvest fields 

were covered. A landslide on the main 
road between Stranraer and Glasgow dis- 
located traffic, which had to be diverted 
via Colmonell. 


FOUR BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY. 

Flooding, described as the worst for 
many years, occurred at Dunning, Perth- 
shire, yesterday, following torrential rain 
during Wednesday night in the Ochil hills. 

Dunning Burn overflowed its banks, con- 
verting the surrounding district into a 
huge lake, and the water rushed on to the 
village below. Four bridges and a dam 
dyke were carried away, and the débris 
from these was swept with great force on 
to a garage built over the burn at the 
village. 

The garage, which was entirely de- 
molished, was empty, the proprietor, 
anticipating danger, having removed seven 
cars earlier. The smithy was flooded to a 
depth of two feet, and all dwellinghouses 
in the vicinity were inundated to the ex- 
tent of several feet, necessitating the 
removal of furniture from ground floors. 

Craigie, Perth, also suffered through 
flooding. 

MANX TRAINS STOPPED. 

The Isle of Man was swept by a north- 
westerly gale and all low-lying districts 
were flooded. The railway service was 
suspended, as the permanent way had 
been washed away in many parts. 

Bridges were carried away and carcases 
of sheep drowned in flooded rivers were 
carried out to sea. 

At Laxey, on the east coast of the 
island, a breakwater was: washed away. 
The streets were converted into roaring 
torrents and furniture was carried away. 
Many people spent the night in the upper 
rooms of their houses expecting them to 
collapse at any minute.

A NEW SCHEME. 


In a leader to-day The Times draws 
attention to an article in the same issue, 
in which Lieutenant-Colonel Ruggles- 
Prise, M.P., outlines the main principles 
of a scheme by which British mills would 
in future be required to grind cm 
quotas, both of home-grown and of Empire- 
grown wheat, leaving the balance to be 
ground from wheat grown in _ foreign 
countries. , 

The scheme, says The Times, is intended 
to be complementary to what is acknow- 
ledged to be the very practical, definite 
and valuable assistance recently promised 
te the arable farmer by Mr. Baldwin, 
which included a guaranteed price for 
wheat. It aims, indeed, at assuring to 
both the British and the Dominion farmer 
a market, as well as a reasonable price 
for his wheat. The hopefulness of the 
proposal at the. present moment is that all 
three political parties seem at last to have 
realised that in the national interest agri- 
culture must by some means Le saved from 
the ruin with which it is threatened, and 
also that some members of. the Labour and 
Conservative Parties are at one in thinking 
that the quota system for wheat is at 
least worth consideration, as, perhaps, the 
most promising of the suggested remedies. 
It is also generally agreed that, in spite 
of the smallness of the amount raised in 
this country in comparison with the 
amount consumed, wheat is, and must be 
maintained as, the pivotal crop of arable 
agriculture, and that only by making it 
worth the farmer’s while to grow it can 
the proper balance between arable and 
grass farming be restored. 


THE QUOTA SYSTEM. 

In his speech at Swindon in August, 
the Minister of Agriculture aamitted that 
at to-day’s prices most of our wheat crop— 
like potatoes and black currants—has to 
be sold by the growers for less than the 
cost of production. He believes now that 
it would be pessible to afford a secure 
home market for wheat—and so to make 
it reasonably sure that the good cultivator 
will be able to count on a fair return foc 
his labour—by the compulsory absorption 
of the home product of good quality 
through the quota system. So far Dr. 
Addison’s present views are in accord: 
ance with those of Colonel Ruggles-Brise 
and of others, notably our contemporary 
the Morning Post, who have advocated the 
adoption of this particular policy. But at 
this point he definitely parts company 
with Conservative opinion. . He ‘persists 
in coupling with the quota system the 
well-worn Labour remedy of Import 
Boards and bulk purchase, both of which, 
as Colonel Ruggles-Brise points out, are 
pure Socialism, open to all the disadyan- 


State has attempted to control, with the 
taxpayers’ money, the purchase, distribu- 
tion and exchange of a commodity ol 
universal consumption. 

[t cannot too strongly be insisted that 
the inevitable result of an Import Board 
is the establishment of a Government 
monopoly and the institution of State 
trading. ‘To this, as was proved by bitter 
experience during the War, and con- 
firmed five years ago by the 
unanimous decisions of the Royal Com- 
mission on Food Prices, there are, on 
economic. political. administrative’ and 
diplomatic grounds, grave and imsuper 
able objections. It is claimed for the 
scheme described to-day by 
‘Rugzles-Brise that it 
simpler method of solving the problem 
than the Government preposal of Import 
Boards—or, in other words, that it would 
be free from the inherent defects of the 
policy of State trading. 


THE MILLING INDUSTRY.

IMPORTANT SPEECH BY 
MR. BAVIN.

SYDNEY, Thursday. 

Mr. Bavin, the Premier of New South 
Wales, in a speech here to-day, declared 
that the last three years had been the 
most difficult in the history of New South 
Wales. A heavy fall in the staple pro- 
ducts of the world markets and the com- 
pulsory cessation of overseas borrow- 
ings had caused a financial crisis 
and widespread unemployment throughout 
Australia. 

Mr. Bavin declared that the abolition 
ot the State Parliaments as a means of 
reducing expenditure was fallacious, as 
subsidiary legislative bodies would have to 
ba established and the size of the Centra! 
Parliament increased. It was intended o 
reduce the cost of government © stl) 
further, however. and to cooperate with 
other States to prevent overlapping. 

Mr. Bavin explained that the Federal 
Government had arranged with Sir Otto 
Niemeyer to advise them as an impartial 
hanking authority. There was not a 
vestige of truth in the statement that the 
Bank of England was one of their 
creditors, or that Sir Otto Niemeyer came 
as a representative of British. crectitors to 
dictate a policy to Australia. 

All the Governments of Australia were 
represented at the Premiér’s conference, 
at which Sir Otto Niemeyer’s report to 
the Loan Council was considered, and its 
resolutions were unanimously adopted as 
the only means of escape from financial 
disaster and bankruptcy. These resolu: 
tions embodied binding agreements on all 
the State Governments to balance their 
Budgets. 

Mr. Bavin reviewed at some length the 
financial position of the Commonwealth 
and of the States. Fimally, he declared 
that his policy was governed by the fol- 
lowing principles :-—-Equality of. sacrifice, 
the relief of unemployment, the reduction 
of the cost of public services, the main- 
tenance of the highest standard of living 
permissible under the circumstances and 
reduction of prices, .

The first public meeting of the sixty-first 
session of the League of Nations Council was 
held this afternoon. There were’ three new 
members—Mr. Blythe, of the Irish Free 
State, Sefior Matos, of Guatemala, and M. 
Mowinckel, of Norway—who replaced the 
Canadian, Cuban and Finnish delegates, . 

The Council decided to invite the outgoing 
members of the Council to continue to take 
art in the proceedings of the Preparatory 
ommission for a Disarmament Conference, 

The Council decided, on the proposal of 
Mr. Henderson, that a preliminary Narcotics 
Conference should be held in London on Octo- 
ber 27th next, while the full Conference, at 
which all the signatories of the Geneva and 
Hague Conventions will be represented, will 
be held on May 27th, 1931. 

At the preliminary Conference the delegates 
will comprise the representatives of countries 
which produce narcotics, and they will discuss 
the quota of the world’s estimated require 
ments to be assigned to each country. It had 
been intended to hold the preliminary Con- 
ference in Geneva. 

The Fourth Committee this afternoon began 
a general discussion of the League of Nations’ 
Budget for 1931. Objection has been taken 
to the increase in the Budget, while, if the 
scheme of reorganisation of the League 
Secretariat is adopted, a further increase of 
expenditure would be entailed. 

The Spanish member of the Committee 
observed that, if fresh duties were placed upon 
the Secretariat, an increase in expenditure was 
unavoidable. | 

The Liberian member suggested that all 
League Conferences should in future be held 
in Geneva im the interests of economy. 

The Council decided to convene in March 
next a European Road Traffic Conference, 
with a view to the development of motor 
traffic. 

In the Budget Committee Mr. Dalton drew 
attention to the unsatisfactory and unhygienic 
conditions under which a part of the League 
staff had to work, and expressed satisfaction 
that credits had been approved to remedy 
these defects. 

The question of penal administration came 
up before the Fifth Committee. presided over 
by Countess Apponyi, who urged the. dele- 
gates to be brief in debate and to avoid polite 
phrases. 


PRISON RULES, 

Miss Susan Lawrence dealt with the rela- 
tions between the International Penal Com- 
mission and the League of Nations, and moved 
a couple of resolutions, one of which was to 
the effect that rules of prison administra- 
tion should be drawn up, and that 
the views of the various Governments 
should be asked upon them. The other 
resolution requested the Assembly to appoint 
a small sub-committee to explore the possi- 
bility of co-operating with this Commission, 
and to report to the next Assembly.

In connection with’the proposed: institution 
of a National Mark for Irish creamery butter, 
in pursuance of Part: IV. of the Dairy Pro- 
duce Act, 1924, it was considered advisable 
at the Butter Testing. Station of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculturé, Dublin, to carry out 
some investigations into the mould and yeast 
contents of butter, with the ultimate object 
of fixing bacteriological ‘standards for the 
butter. ' ' ' 

As a preliminary. trial, 162 samples of 
butter were tested duriúg the year 1928-29, 
and the results would be discussed by Mr. 
P. Clerkin, A.R.C.8c.I.,. B.Agr.Sc., of the 
bacteriological staff of the Station, in the 
Journal of the Depariment of Agriculture..

COW-TESTING. 

In connection with: the: improvement of 
dairy cattle through the medium of Cow- 
testing Associations, fourteen instructors were 
employed by the Department to assist in the 
formation of new associations, train local 
supervisors, and check milk records, The 
number of cow-testing associations accorded 
official recognition in the year 1928-29 was 
272 with 6,979 members and 81,390. cows. ‘In 
the course of each season a small proportion 
of the. associations lapse for one reason, or 
another, and the number that were in effec- 
tive eperation on the 30th September, 1928, 
was 267 with 6.788 mémbers' and 79,807 cows. 
The corresponding figures for the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1 were 228 associations with 
5,705 members and 66,868 cows. This shows 
a new increase, on the date indicated of 39 
associations with 1,083 members and 12,939 
cows.

Afi @ndrmous aifiount of work has 
yet to be done before the average milk yield 

of our dairy cows is brought up to, say, 700 

gallons. There is room for much improve. 

ment in the management and feeding of 
milch cattle. 

In the seed-testing division of the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture there was an increase 
in the work, but in certain counties full 
advantage is not taken of the facilities pro- 
vided, and consequently they do not. show 
up well when judged by the quality of seeds 
sampled under the 1909 Act. 

| CATTLE AND SWINE. 

Dealing with the Department's live-stock 
schemes, the report states that, including 
both export and home consumption, the 
national ineOme from cattle-breeding may be 
estimated ‘at about 274 million pounds, the 
production of store cattle and beef accounting 
for nearly: £14,000,000 and dairy produce for 
over £13,500,000. 

The work of improvement in cattle-breed. 
ing was effected: through the elimination 
of inferior bulls under the Live Stock Breed- 
ing Act,.and the provision of premium bulls 
in increased numbers. In the latter resvect, 
the number of premium bulls increased frcm 
1,129 in 1925 to 2,513 in 1928. 

The number of premium boars placed by 
the Department im 1928 was 1,070, as against 
902 in 1926, while 322 rams were located on 
special terms, the number in 1927 heing 194. 

HORSES ON THE REGISTER. 

The -number of stallions on the Depart- 
ment’s Reaister “im 1928 was 351; against 302 
in 1927 and 270° in. 1926. 

In connection with the Irish draught horse 
scheme, 55 mares and six colts were accepted 
for entry in the Stud Book. the total num- 
ber now on the book being 116 stallions and 
1,062 mares 

Progress is also reported in the breeding 
of Connemara ponies. 

Other branches of the Department’s work 
to which reference is made include wheat 
propagation, subsidies to shows. loans for 
purchase of agricultural implements. poultry 
keeping, tree-planting and bee-keeping.

OBITUARY. 
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PROFESSOR HAROLD BAILY 
DIXON. 

Professor Harold Baily Dixon, of Manches- 
ter University, died suddenly at Lytham Rail- 
way Station yesterday afternoon. Professor 
Dixon was born in August, 1852. He had 
been Hon. Professor of Chemistry in the Uni- 
versity of Manchester since 1922. In 1927 he 
was appointed Supervisor of Research on Igni- 
tion of Gases under the Safety of Mines 
Board. He held the degrees of M.A., D.Sc., 
Ph.D., and was a Fellow of the Royal Society. 
In 1918 he received the C.B.E. He was edu 
cated at Westminster School and (Christ 
Church, Oxford. Having held lectureships at 
Oxford, he succeeded Sir H, FE. Roscoe at 
Owens College in 1886. He was President of 
the Chemical Society, 1909-1911, and during 
the war was appointed Deputy Inspector of 
High Explosives for the Manchester area, He 
had served on several Royal Commissions, and 
had been Chairman of the Royal Technical 
College, Salford, since 1916, and Chairman of 
the Salford Higher Education Committee since 
1919. In 1922 he was appointed Chairman 
of the Selective. Committee for the . North- 
West District Ministry of Labour. He- was 
the author of-many important technical 
works.

~ COMMITT KE’S LAST 
MEETING, 


The County Dublin Libraries Committee, 
which retires under the ‘provisions of the 
Greater Dublin Act, having been in exist- 
ence since April, 1926, held its last ce, 
in the offices of the Dublin County Counci 
yesterday, when Mrs. Coagrave, Chairman of 
the Committee, presided. bád 

Miss R. Walsh, B.A., County Librarian, 
submitted a report which reviewed the work 
of the committee since its establishment.’ A 
library system which in 1 took in only 
nineteen libraries—thirteen in Carnegie 
library buildings, two in rural council build- 
ings, two in schools, one in a village hall, 
and one in a labourer’s cottage—had been 
reorganised and extended, so that now there 
were one hundred and thirty library centres 
in the county. Jn addition to the library 
buildings there were fully-equipped libraries 
in rooms at Artane, Baldoyle, Blanchards- 
town, Clonsilla, Crumlin, Finglas, Howth, 
Lucan, Rathfarnham, Tallaght and Terenure. 
The library in Terenure, Dublin, the County 
Librarian claimed, was unequalled for general 


A GENEROUS RATE, ; 

At the beginning a rate of lád. in the & 
was struck by the County Council for the 
libraries, but this. was iricteaséd’ to 2d.; at 
the end of the first year owing to the rapid 
development of the scheme. | 

““In proportion to its population,” said 
Miss Walsh in her report, ‘‘ County Dublin 
provides a higher library rate and a better 
service than any other library scheme, and in 
the total amount raised it comes tenth in the 
British Isles. It is unnecessary to point out 
that the success of the scheme is due to the 
policy of the Dublin County Council in pro- 
viding a rate generously according to the 
needs of the scheme, and to the sympathy and 
active interest taken in it by the County 
Libraries Committee. 

In the reconditioning of the libraries, 
repairing and decorating, etc., and in the 
equipment of headquarters at Kilmainham, the 
amount spent in the past four years was 
£2,714. In providing a stock of 35,000 books 
£5,949 10s., was spent, while 6,176 books were 
re-baund at a cost of £772. About 1,500 of 
these re-bound books were a gift from the 
Carnegie Trust, which increased its original 

rant of £2,950 by a Oy pagersreser* grant of 

2,500 in 1927 towards the reconditioning of 
the libraries. In the whole.county there were 
12,544 borrowers actually using the libraries 
in March, 1930. 


LETTING OF BUILDINGS. 

In conclusion, the report stated :—‘‘ At the 
outset of the scheme: one of the erroneous 
ideas prevailing about the library buildings 
was that they were village halls, and might 
be used for all the social activities that 
generally take place in village halls—viz., 
dances, whist drives, boxing classes, etc. The 
County Libraries Committee found it necés- 
sary to curtail all these functions considerably, 
and placed certain restrictions on the letting 
of the libraries. It is most disturbing to 
‘have large numbers of noisy people in the 
same building. . Moreover, the dust’ carried 
in and raised throughout the building is most 
unpleasant, is very jnjurious to the fabric of 
the building and.the books, and makes the 
task of keeping the library fresh, polished, 
and free from dust a verv difficult one. Small 
fees are charged for the use of the library. 
but the whole question of lettings, for any 
purpose, will have to be reconsidered shortly. 
and the fees and other conditions of letting 
revised, It is when the serious expense of 
keeping the buildings in repair and painted 
has to be met that one realises the problem 
of trying to make a building which ought to 
be a library serve a multiplicity of un 
remunerative purposes. 

“It is almost impossible to use a building 
for entertainments and at the same time keep 
the library service efficient and surroundings 
up to a high standard of cleanliness, The 
moral would seem to be that a library should 
have no other compartments beyond those 
userl for « iending library or reading room. 
Except that they are useful, indeed, ‘néces- 
sary, ior a ieciure scheme, they add a heayy 
burden to the administration and finances of 
the library scheme.’’ 

The Chairman paid a warm tribute to the 
officials, who, she stated, had always worked 
together very harmoniously. ; 

_Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, moving the adop- 
tion of the County Librarian’s report, paid 
tribute to the zeal and ability shown by the 
Chairman, Mrs. Cosgrave, who, she said, had 
guided the scheme from its earliest days. 

The Very Rev. Fathér O’ Ryan, P.P.. in 
seconding the motion, endorsed Mrs. Skeffing- 
ton’s remarks.

MR. GRAHAM’S REPLY

The President of the Board of Trade in 
London has addressed the following letter 
to Sir Ernest Petter, in reply to his letter

“Dear Sir Ernest Petter—I have to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
September 15th, which I find awaiting me 
on my return from Géneva, and which I 
had already seen in the Press, resigning 
your membership of the Board of Trade Ad- 
visory Council. The primary object of the 
Board of Trade Advisory Council is to en- 
sure that the President of the Board of 
Trade, for the time being, and through hin: 
the Government of the day, should veccive 
regular and authoritative information as to 
the conditions and prospects of trade and 
commerce. The members of the Coun.il 
have always been selected with that end in 
view, and without reference to their views 
on either geneval or particular political ques- 
tions. . [ should be very sorry if any diffe- 
rences of political opinion should make this 
kind of information inaccessible to whoso- 
ever may occupy the post of President of 
the Board of Trade. 

' As regards the specific issue of the Com- 
mercial Convention, Las only repeat what I 
have said when similar suggestions as to its 
effect have been made in the House of 
Commons and elsewhere. Thése suggestions 
are based on what appears to me an entire 
misapprehension of the nature and object of 
the Convention, and I would refer you in par- 
ticular to my statements in the House of 
Commons on the Board of Trade vote on May 
14th, 1930. I am sending this letter to the 
Press.'' 

“ UNFAIR CONDITIONS.'' 


Sir Ernest Petter had written to Mr. 
Graham disagreeing with his statement on a 
tariff truce. Such action he regarded as 
suicidal, and would “ prejudice in advance '' 
the work of the Dominions Conference. 

Sir Ernest said that at the Advisor 
Council the unfair conditions under which 
British mdustry was being carried on had 
been brought by various members to the 
notice of the President of the Board of Trade, 
and the steadily mounting figures of uneni- 
ployment had. eniphasised the statements 
which had been made.

Mr. Sidney Smith, the Ministry’s principal 
Marketing Inspector, said that the Ministry, 
having received complaints from Derry that 
Danish bacon was being sold as Irish, they 
thought that. they would have to have a 
kind of test case, and, as they felt that it 
would be better not to leave it to the local 
inspector, he was asked to go to Derry. He 
donned a héliday garb, soft cap, soft collar, 
and mackintosh. 

. AT THE SHOP, : 

He went into the defendant's shop at a 
quarter to one, and asked tha assistant if he 
had the best Irish boiling bacon. He said 
that he had, and showed witmess a piece, 
and asked witness how much he wanted, and 
he said two or three lb. The assistant cut 
off what. witness wanted, and witness saw 
part of the Danish mark on it. 

Witness produced the piece of bacon, and 


‘showed where it had been trimmed. ‘The 


letters “an ” were on it, but the letter “d” 
had been cut off. The other letters also had 
been trimmed off, which showed that 
purchasers would be misled, lf they got :t 
as Jrish they could not say it was not Irish.

In the Dublin registration area the number 
of births registered durmng the week was 
212—105 boys and 107 girls—and the deaths 
td 100—50 males and 41 females. 

In the 90 deaths appertaining to the re- 
gistration area six were from pneumonia, six 
from bronchitis, twelve from tubereular dia- 
ease eight from cancer, and ten from dis- 

ase & of the heart. 

Twenty-five of the deaths were of children 
under five years of age, and 25 of persons 
aged 65 and upwards, of whom 14 were 70 
years of age or over.

Mr. Ferguson, an official of the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce, received a deputation 
from those who are interested in maintaining 
employment, but nothing definite was 
promised. After that the Minister himself 
was asked to receive the deputation. 

The Minister, it is understood, replied that, 
while he was anxious to do everything pos- 
sible, he had no clear indication of the matter 
to be discussed. He was of opinion that all 
the facts relating to the mills were already 
known to his Department, and he was 
not aware that the deputation had anything 
fresh to add. If the deputation proposed to 
discuss a tariff on paper, he did not see what 
further assistance 4 could give, since under 
the Tariff Commission machinery had been 
established for dealing with such matters, and 
it was not in his power to go beyond that. 

The Minister further intimated that, if the 
deputation wished to put forward some pro- 
posals for the re-opening of the mills that 
would not involve a tariff, such proposals 
might be put forward in writing. He added. 
it 1s stated, that he had never seen any pro- 
posals which would a either legislation 
or approval by the Dail. As the Dail would 
not assemble until November, he did not see 
how anything could be done by that body.
